RLEC, a closely-held Delaware limited liability company, is the indirect parent of the
four Alabama LECs and their ong distance affiliate.! Together, these LECs operate
approximately 29,455 access lines. As part of the proposed transaction, RLEC's successor
(see below) proposes to acquire the stock of Mid-Missouri Holding Corp., currently wholly-
owned by an affiliated entity, Mid-Missouri Parent, LLC. Mid-Missouri Holding Corp. owns
100% of the capital stock of Mid-Missouri Telephone Company, which operates
approximately 4,179 access lines.

Prior to this acquisition, RLEC proposes (1) the merger of Otelco Holdings LLC into
its parent company, RLEC and (2} a pro forma conversion of RLEC into a Delaware
corporation, changing its name to Otelco Inc. ("Otelco”). Otelco proposes to conduct a
public offering whereby it will issue Income Deposit Securities ("IDSs"), each of which will

represent one share of Class A Common Stock and a note representing senior subordinated

subordinated debt, and will result in up to 90% of the voting equity in Otelco being held by
the public.®

Following this conversion, Otelco will purchase 100% of the shares of Mid-Missouri
Holding Corp., the 100% owner of Mid-Missouri Telephone Company, from an affiliate of
existing RLEC equity holders. Under a plan of merger with Mid-Missouri Parent, LLC, the
sole owner of Mid-Missouri Holding Corp., Mid-Missouri Holding Corp. will merge into a
new Otelco subsidiary and survive as a wholly-owned subsidiary of Otelco.

The companies will continue to offer services
pursuant to their current rates, terms and conditions. No carrier change charges are associated
with the transaction, and no customer service or billing contact information will change as a
result of the transfer. The transaction will not affect customers’ preferred carrier freezes, and
each operating company will continue to be responsible for resolving complaints against it.

Applicants have not filed applications with any state authority for the approval of the
transactions contemplated by this application, believing that this transaction does not require
state pyblic service commission approval.

The Applicants seek to consummate this transaction on or before June 30, 2004.

RLEC Subsidiaries

Upon consummation of the acquisition of Mid-Missouri Holding Corp., RLEC (and its
successor, Otelco) will indirectly own and operate five independent rural local exchange
cartier properties operating in rural north central Alabama and central Missouri, as follows:

¢ Otelco Telephone LLC, operating approximately 8470 lines in two exchanges in
Blount County, Alabama;

¢ Brindlee Mountain Telephone Company operating approximately 13,136 lines in

¢ Hopper Telecommunications Company, Inc., operating approximately 3805 lines
in two exchanges (Snead and Walnut Grove) in Blount and Etowah counties,
Alabama;

¢ Blountsville Telephone Company, Inc., operating approximately 4033 lines in two
exchanges (Blountsville and Nectar) in Blount County, Alabama; and

¢ Mid-Missouri Telephone Company, operating approximately 4179 lines in twelve
exchanges (Gilliam, Marshall Junction, Blackwater, Arrow Rock, Nelson, Pilot
Grove, Bunceton, Fortuna, Speed, Latham, High Point and Miami) in Cooper
Moniteau, Morgan, Pettis and Saline counties, Missouri.

Each of these operating companies offers basic local exchange, exchange access, and vertical
services, as well as DSL services to its customers. Each operating company also provides
Internet access service. Each operating company faces some competition in portions of its
respective service areas from wireless carriers, but to date, no wireline local exchange carrier
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competition. Maps of the operating companies’ service territories are appended to this
Application as Attachment 2.

RLEC indirectly wholly owns Otelco Telecommunications LLC, a reseller of interstate and
international toll service. Otelco Telecommunications LLC offers its services only to
customers of the four Alabama rural local exchange carriers. Significant competition exists
for intra and interstate toll business.

Mid-Missouri Telephone Company provides cable television services in the towns of
Bunceton and Pilot Grove in Missouri. Otelco Telecommunications LLC provides cable
television services in portions of Blount and Etowah counties in Alabama.

No Applicant provides competitive telephone exchanges services or competitive exchange
access service.

RLEC Affiliates

CEA Capital USA, L.P., CEA Capital CI, L.P., or Seaport Capital Partners Ii, L.P. owns ten
(10) percent or more of the following providers of telecommunications services:

¢ Conversent Communications—a facilities-based integrated communications provider of

(3) Statement as to how the application fits into one or more of the presumptive
streamlined categories in Section 63.03 of the Commission’s Rules or why it is otherwise
appropriate for streamlined treatment

The instant Application is entitled to streamlined processing under Section 63.03(b))(2) (iii)
of the Commission’s Rules because (a) applicant local exchange carriers collectively serve
fewer than two (2) percent of the nation's subscriber lines and there are no new overlapping
or adjacent service areas among applications arising as a result of the proposed transactions;
and (b) the proposed transfer would result in Otelco subsidiaries having a market share in the
interstate, interexchange market of less than 10 percent.

Collectively, RLEC's operating incumbent telephone companies, all of which are rural
ILEC:s, as these are defined in Section 64.1902 of the Commission’s Rules, serve far fewer
than two percent of subscriber lines installed in the aggregate nationwide, and have no
overlapping service areas. Altogether, the Applicants’ telephone company subsidiaries serve
approximately 34,000 access lines in rural portions of north central Alabama, and rural
portions of central Missouri. This comprises a minute fraction of the 189,117,246 access
lines in the nation, estimated as of June 2002 (FCC Industry Analysis and Technology
Division, “Local Telephone Competition: Status as of June 30, 2002,” Dec. 2002, Table 1).

Further, Applicants’ relevant service territories neither overlap nor are adjacent. The relevant
territories to be compared are those of Mid-Missouri Telephone Company with those of the
subject Alabama ILECs. The affiliations among the Alabama ILECs remain unchanged as a
result of the proposed transaction. The service territories of the Alabama ILECs do not
overlap and are not adjacent to the service territory of Mid-Missouri Telephone Company.

No party is affiliated with a facilities-based domestic toll carrier. All domestic toll services
are offered through the resale of the services of unaffiliated, facilities-based exchange
carriers. Both before and after the proposed transaction, Otelco Telecommunications LLC
has less than one percent (1.0%) of the interstate, interexchange market.

The proposed transaction will have no adverse effect on competition. The Applicants’
subsidiaries’ markets are individually and collectively so small that the proposed transaction
will have no perceptible effect on competition. The Missouri property is non-adjacent to the
existing Alabama properties, and the proposed transfer of control will have no competitive
effect on the provision of service. Grant of streamlined treatment for this Application is
consistent with Commission precedent.

The transaction will
also enable customers of both the Alabama and Missouri rural operating companies to
experience the benefit of projected efficiencies in operations which the consolidation
promises.
